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SELECTIVE CUTTING INCREASES 
GROWTH AND VALUE OF TIMBER 


By Lewis Crippen 


When a farmer decides to ” c?>sh 
in” on his timber and sells his 
forested acres “ lock, stock, and 
barrel” to the highest bidder, he’s 
losing the most valuable crop his 
land can grow. Without tending, 
the forest will produce for centuries 
with selective cutting periodically 
as the natural growth allows. Once 
it has been completely cut over by 
those who seek the fast dollar it 
will probably lie as waste land and 
have value to no one for years 
while a new growth battles the scrub 
trees, thistles, and thorns which 
seek to destroy the ground’s fertility 
by over production. 
A few weeks ago, the Warren 
County Commissioners 
in 
their 
capacity as commissioners of the 
Rouse Estate decided to have the 
forested land of the County Home 
c h e c k e d 
for 
possible 
cutting. 
Charles S. Merroth, district for­ 
ester for the Department of For­ 
ests and Waters, cruised the timber 
lot and marked the trees which 
would have commercial value and 
should be removed for the proper 
growth and development of the re ­ 
maining trees. 
Experts have determined that land 
of normal fertility can maintain 
approximately 5,000 bd. ft. of good 
trees; When nature does its own 
thinning, as it will to a certain 
degree, there is always too much 
overcrowding and trees will begin 
to deteriorate before reaching maxi­ 
mum growth. Proper planning and 
harvesting will encourage the growth 
of the best trees by removing the 
competitors when they are market­ 
able. The land owner will gain by 
steady annual income and by being 
sure that his land produces all of 
which the area is capable. 
The Department of Forests and 
Waters will select an expert to 


HEAVY MACHINERY which is 
used by the mill to remove the 
timber will actually aid reproduc­ 
tion. The seed will land in the 
tractor tracks and have a better 
chance of rooting than if it landed 
on leaves or stones. If the stand­ 
ing trees are not damaged, the 
new growth will be improved by 
marks of the machinery’s activi­ 
ties. 
This picture also illustrates how 
many trees are left growing after 
the marketable trees have been 
sawed. Obviously, more trees could 
have been sold but the expert be­ 
lieves they will make their greatest 
growth during the next ten years 
since the competing trees have been 
removed. By 1966, the forest should 
be checked again and reproduction 
tabulated. Then the ripe trees can 
be selected and their removal will 
encourage the natural growth of the 
forest.

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TO PROTECT THE LANDOWNER 
and guarantee that only marked trees 
are removed by the purchaser, a 
yellow paint spot is placed about 
four feet from the ground and another 
on the stump. The marks can be 
checked even after the trees have 
been removed to the mill. 
Too many individuals sell stand­ 


ing woodlots without accurate knowl 
edge of the crop’s value. The De­ 
partment can check your forest and 
give you an estimate of the number 
of trees which should be removed, 
the species, and the number of board 
feet involved. Then, and only then, 
will you know if the proposed pur­ 
chaser is offering a fair price.

the sunlight and could have stunted 
the growth of the remaining trees 
in the picture. 
Removing trees also allows the 
sunlight to reach the ground thus 
stimulating the growth of foilage 
which encourages wild life. Tops 
and trimmings may be allowed to 


remain in the forest as it is not 
only good cover for small game 
but also provides protection for 
cherry growth whose tender sprouts 
are eaten by grazing deer if not 
covered. Pieces 4 inches and great­ 
er in diameter can be sold as 
stove wood.

LATE for this log. Overcrowding 
has caused deterioration to become 
established and one large portion of 
the tree must be discarded. About 
one-quarter century ago the tree 
reached the maximum growth, con­ 
sidering the conditions, and since 
that time has been decreasing in 
value. If it had been removed earlier 
it would have brought a better price 
and other trees would have benefited 
from the lesser competition. 
Fires are the greatest hazard to 
the timber lot. The great amount 
of heat races across the terrain 
destroying the humus or organic 
matter often to depths of 12 to 14 
inches. Tree roots are destroyed 


causing death to many trees of 
varying sizes. The destruction of 
organic matter causes a sterility 
of the soil which prohibits growth 
of foilage and breaking down of 
leaves and other soil builders. 
Second in destructive abuses is 
the use of the forest land as pas­ 
ture. Large animals grazing among 
the trees leave horn marks and 
other bark deformities which stunt 
growth 
and 
encourage diseases. 
Many potentially valuable wood lots 
have been made worthless when the 
farm er refused to separate timber 
from pasture. The animals tread on 
the land causing compaction of the 
soil which hampers absorption of 
rain and increases run off. Cattle

eat the sprouts practically elim­ 
inating natural reproduction, and 
destroying the long-range value of 
the woodlot. 
Most woodland will reseed itself. 
If you intend to plant open land to 
trees it is best to consult the local 
office of the Department of Forests 
and Waters for advice as to the 
species which grow best in Warren 
County. It could be your most lucra­ 
tive harvest. The state and nation 
are so concerned with reforestation 
that programs have been developed 
through which you can receive finan­ 
cial aid to purchase the tree seed­ 
lings, machinery for planting, and 
expert’s guidance. All you risk is 
your labor.

Every­ 
thing 
from the early Simplex, 
Mercer, 1924 Marmen, and a 1925 
Stutz to the latest American and 
foreign makes will be seen. 
Twenty thousand square feet of 
floor space in the eleven-acre ex­ 
hibition hall will be used, and there 
will be a fashion show featuring 
apparel for sports car wear. Films 
of auto races will be shown constant­ 
ly during the exhibit. 
The sports car already is playing 
a 
major role in the American 
motorist’s life, and if prosperity 
keeps up it will be seen prolifically 
in all towns and on all highways. 
Foreign car agencies are moving 
inland and are prospering in many 
small cities. 
The 
second hand 
foreign car is entering the family 
picture, 
and young America is 
tinkering with the foreign importa­ 
tions. 
As soon as those breezes warm 
up enough to let the top down in 
near comfort,

country, and color will return to 
faces made pale by a long winter. 
And right with them will be the 
American convertibles which many

Despite our rather unclean river 
condition, 
the Montgomery Ward 
boat show attracted many sports­ 
men and ladies last week. A com­ 
plete line of outboard boats, from 
light aluminum models to large ply­ 
wood craft, were on the floor, com­ 
plete with trailers (a slight extra 
charge). 
The fact that so many attended the 
show, despite its being limited to 
one make of boats, revealed the 
basic interest in water pleasure 
in this area. 
Given a clean river

A clean river, if made so by a dam, 
also would be a river well supplied 
with water throughout the summer 
months.

Provide the medium and channels 
will result in key riffles that limit 
travel.

All of these 
boats rode on convenient trailers. 
They had rubber tires and were 
equipped with winches for pulling 
the boats from the water onto the 
trailer.

And 
that is why the state fish commission 
is talking about access to streams 
and lakes. 
The public will partic­ 
ipate in water sports if it can get 
to the water. 
Equipped with boat, 
trailer, and gear for either fishing 
or touring, 
the water enthusiast 
is ready to go. . . but will be high 
and dry if access to the water is 
not assured. 
The interest obviously is there. 
One of these days we expect boat­ 
ing to be a popular and common sport 
in the Warren area.

Rights Are Made Wrong 
But Wrongs Were Right

WASHINGTON. — The psychology 
of the Eisenhower Administration 
with 
respect 
to 
accusations 
of 
wrong-doing has long seemed to be 
that there is nothing either good nor 
bad, 
but publicity makes it so 
Harold Talbott had to quit under 
fire as Secretary of the Air Force 
but it was explained that he was a 
very honest man and the President 
gave him a medal. More recently 
Robert L. Ross resigned as A ssist­ 
ant Secretary of Defense while under 
sim ilar charges of improperly using 
his 
influence for private profit 
Ross hasn’t got a medal, but the 
Pentagon firmly insists there is no 
stain on his character. 
In at least two instances, however 
the Administration has quietly r e ­ 
corded its own condemnation of 
deals and officials that in public 
it defended to the last gasp. 
One is 
the Al Sarena mining 
case. The other is the specula­ 
tions in oil stock made by Judge 
Stanley Barnes when an Assistant 
Attorney-General in charge of the 
Anti-Trust Division. Barnes's then 
first assistant, Edward Foote, was 
also 
involved in the speculation 
matter. 
The story of Al Sarena was de­ 
veloped by a joint Senate-House 
investigating 
committee. 
Former 
Interior Undersecretary Clarence 
Davis had awarded a mining firm 
of that name 23 mining patents, 
covering 454 acres of timberland 
in the Rogue River National Forest 
in Southern Oregon. 
The firm mined no minerals but 
cut timber valued by the investi­ 
gators at $300,000. The committee 
called it a giveaway and questioned 
the validity of a special assay o r ­ 
dered by Davis. This showed suf­ 
ficient mineral possibilities. 
Davis was stoutly defended by his 
superior, the then Secretary Douglas 
McKay, and by the White House. 
Since then McKay has been beaten 
in his 
race to 
displace Senator 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, Al Sarena 
being one of the issues pressed by 
Morse. Davis resigned last month 
It now transpires that McKay’s 
successor, 
Fred Seaton, has r e ­ 
written 
departmental 
regulations 
and handed down decisions which 
would bar actions of the Davis-Al 
Sarena type. The new administra­ 
tive procedure, 
according to in­ 
terested Congressmen, 
will save 
Seaton from any such em b arrass­ 
ments. 
Seaton has never admitted fault 
on the part of either Davis or Mc­ 
Kay. 
Similarly, 
Attorney-General 
Brownell has defended Judge Barnes 
and Foote for their purchases of 
Warren Petroleum Company stock in 
the fall of 1955. 
Barnes bought $12,000 worth only 
a few days after the Justice Depart­ 
ment 
announced it would not in­ 
terfere with the Warren firm ’s m er­ 
ger with Gulf Oil. Foote had bought 
$65,000 worth in the name of his 
wife a few days previously. Both 
sold their stock about 90 days later. 
In a stem booklet called "You 
and Your Job ,’’ 
the Eisenhower 
Attorney-General has explained to 
Justice employes what they can and 
cannot do. One page is devoted to 
bans on outside activities connected 
with the department’s work, men­ 
tioning speculation of any kind. 
Barnes has since been promoted to 
judge of the Federal Circuit Court. 
When his oil stock deal was brought 
to Brownell's attention, the answer 
was given that the Justice ban on 
speculation was very general and 
had failed to distinguish between 
speculation and investment. 
Now the Justice rules have been 
rewritten to define speculation as 
stock or bond investment lasting 
less than six months. Thus Barnes 
and Foote would be wrong now just 
as Davis would be barred from 
doing 
that which he was warmly 
defended for doing. 
The big beneficiary of the Eisen­ 
hower policy in these matters is, 
of course, Vice-President Richard 
M. Nixon. With the aid of his dog,

■INCOME TAX FACTS No. 4 
Claim AII Exemptions for Yourself 


and Dependents 


(This is one of a series of articles on federal income tax 
filing. These articles are based on information provided by 
the American Institute of Accountants, and the Pennsylvania 
Institute Society of Certified Public Accountants in coopera­ 
tion with the Internal Revenue Service.) 


Many people overpay their taxes because they cheat themselves on 
their personal exemptions. 
Here is how to count your exemptions (each one takes $600 off your 
taxable incom e): 
One exemption for yourself, two 
if you are 65 or over, two if you 
are blind, three if you are both 65 
and blind. The same applies to your 
husband or wife. 
If your husband or wife died dur­ 
ing 1956 you can still file a joint 
return claiming the exemptions, in­ 
cluding those for age or blindness, 
to which the deceased would have 
been entitled at the time of death. 


W ho Q u alifies 
One exemption of $600 can be 
taken for each person who fits the 
definition of a dependent. This $600 
is not doubled for age or blindness, 
however, as in the case of your per­ 
sonal exemption. 
To count for an exemption, the 
dependent must: 
(1) Have less than $600 gross 
income for 1956 (except that this 
does not apply to your child if he 
is under 19 or is a full-time stu­ 
dent). 
(2) Have received more than half 
of his support from you, unless you 
file a Multiple Support Agreement 
(see below). 
(3) Not file a joint return. 
(4) Be either a citizen of the 
U. S. or a resident of the U. S., 
Canada, Mexico, Canal Zone, Pan­ 
ama and in some cases, a service­ 
man’s child living in the Philip­ 
pines. 
(5) Live with you (absence while 
attending school does not interfere) 
or be a close relative as defined in 
the instruction book or he a cousin 
receiving institutional care for a 
mental or physical disability who 
had lived with you before going 
to the institution. 


M u ltip le Support Agreement!* 
If you shared with others in the 
support of a dependent, but none of 
you provided more than half the 
support, you may still be able to 
arrange among you for one of the 
group to have the $600 exemption. 
You might agree, for example, to 
take turns in having the exemption 
from year to year. 
The one who claims the exemp­ 
tion must have contributed more 


than IO percent of the support, and 
he must be a member of a group 
who altogether provided more than 
half support, and that person must 
have been entitled to claim that 
dependent except for the require­ 
ment of providing more than half 
support. 
In order for one of the group to 
have the exemption all other mem­ 
bers of the group who contributed 
more than IO per cent must sign 
declarations that they will not claim 
the dependent. The Internal Rev­ 
enue Service provides Form 2120 
(Multiple Support Agreement) for 
this purpose. 


C hildren and D isab led D ep en dents 
There is a deduction of as much 
as $600 for care of children under 
12 while the breadwinner works. 
This child care deduction Is avail­ 
able to mothers, widowers, divorced 
and legally separated persons, who 
are allowed to deduct expenses paid 
to someone other than a dependent 
for the care of a son, daughter, 
stepson or stepdaughter under the 
age limit. This regulation also ap­ 
plies to any dependent of any age 
who is mentally or physically in­ 
capacitated. 
A working wife is entitled to this 
deduction if her husband is physi­ 
cally or mentally incapable of pro­ 
viding support. Where the husband 
is not disabled, the working wife 
may also take the child care deduc­ 
tion only if a joint return is filed, 
and the $600 limit must be reduced 
by the amount of the couple’s gross 
income exceeds $4500. It should be 
kept in mind that you can’t take 
this deduction if you take the stand­ 
ard IO percent deduction. 
The instruction book which comes 
with your tax form gives further 
information. Help is also available 
by telephone or at offices of the 
Internal Revenue Service. The Rev­ 
enue Service urges you to consult 
a properly qualified advisor if you 
decide to seek outside help.

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MILL VALUE IN WARREN 
COUNTY SHOULD INCREASE 
The various taxing bodies in War­ 
ren county should find their millage 
doing a bit more for them in 1957. 
Though Warren borough already has 
set its millage at 26, an increase of 
one, it may find that it will have a 
little mere than it budgeted. 
The natural growth of a live county 
should result in annual assessed 
value increases, and the industrial 
expansion now prevalent in the War­ 
ren area should produce far more 
than a normal jump. New homes are 
being built in every part of the town 
and area. The few being torn down 
are of small value and the net figure 
should be upward. 
As for industry we find two of our 
biggest engaged in record expansion 
programs, and a third has added a 
large new plant. 
The total being 
spent by 
two of these industries 
is close to five million dollars for 
expansion purposes,and one of them 
says it has spent five million for 
improvements in the last four years. 
look around will reveal many 
other expansions, sm aller in size 
but certainly adding to the whole 
Frankly we believe that industry 
gets off too lightly when assessed 
valuation is considered. 
We doubt 
if local plants could replace their 
facilities at a price that would 
equal two and a half times their 
present assessed valuation. 
Or course most of us have two 
ways of looking at our building 
costs. 
When it’s taxes we are 
talking about, the original cost must 
be considered , not what it would 
cost to build today. But when it is a 
base for establishing prices, today’s 
replacement cost is the one we like 
to use. This explains the ease with 
which utilities today obtain 
price 
advances. 
There are some who will say we 
should leave industry alone out of 
appreciation for what it does for the 
community by providing jobs. But 
we believe it is a two-way street, 
t is to industry’s advantage to have 
a modern, progressive community 
in which to do business. And because 
of this advantage it should be quite 
willing to pay a major share of the 
cost. 
Many executives realize this and 
are not reluctant to help a community 
improve. 
However, most of them 
are not apt to make the move. That 
is up to the assessor and the public 
officials. 
Local taxes do not cost industry 
the full price of the tax bill. Such 
taxes 
are 
deductible 
before the 
federal government moves in for its 
52 per cent. A local tax increase of 
one thousand dollars costs the in­ 
dustry $480 and the federal govern­ 
ment $520. 
Some of the improvements we have 
mentioned are not completed and will 
not show in this year's assessed 
valuation, but- even the normal re ­ 
sidential growth together with some 
industrial and retail additions that 
have been finished should move 
that assessed valuation figure up­ 
wards. 
A mill should be worth more today 
than it was a year ago. And enough 
additional value to each of twenty- 
five mills might mean that the 
twenty-sixth one is not needed. For 
this reason we will be interested in 
the new assessm ent figures.

We Must Fight To Keep 
information Doors Open

lacy, as he put it, is “ that we can 
win in 1958 and 1960 by a base on 
balls.” 
Though Stevenson did not attempt 
to analyze the reasons for this 
optimism, 
it can be said that it 
comes natural to Democrats in Con­ 
gress because of factors that are 
peculiarly influential with them. 
They are naturally im pressed by 
the strength the party showed at the 
grass roots in last November’s 
election, again giving it control of 
Congress. That was achieved despite 
the popularity of the President, who 
was unable to translate that pop­ 
ularity to his party sufficiently for it 
to capture Congress. 
Many Democrats in C o n g r e s s 
think this augurs well for the Con­ 
gressional elections next year when 
the President will not be at the head 
of the ticket, and for the Presiden­ 
tial election in 1960, when he cannot 
again be a candidate. 
Against this attitude must be put 
the bearish factors cited by Steven­ 
son, who speaks from personal ex­ 
perience in two national campaigns 
where he encountered obstacles that 
carry more weight nationally than 
locally. He cited: 
1. "Our own internal conflicts, 
mosrly over civil rights.” 
2. The way in which "the image 
of the Democratic party and what 
it stands for has been blurred of 
late by Republican pretenses of 
liberalism .” 
3. The Republican party’s abil­ 
ity always to get so much more 
money than Democrats to buy ad­ 
vertising space, radio and TV time. 
4. The Republican party’s immun­ 
ity from criticism "from a large 
segment of the press, combined 
with massive and skillful use of 
propaganda and advertising” which, 
the form er Democratic candidate 
said, "have brought us to a crisis 
in the honest political communica­ 
tion on which an informed elector­ 
ate must depend.” * 
Because of this last obstacle, 
which he counted a m ajor reason 
for pessim ism in looking to the 
1958 and 1960 elections, Stevenson 
plainly told his party that it wil 
fall chiefly upon individual m em­ 
bers of the party to tell their 
story to the voters. 
"O rdinarily,” he said, "theparty( 
in power can confidently rely on 
both the minority party and the press 
for critical examination. This was 
true — and then some — when we 
were in power. But, alas, it is not 
true now.” 
In his extended and exhaustive 
travels over our land in the 1952 
and 
1956 
campaigns, 
Stevenson 
learned that one often had to go 
many hundreds of miles to find a 
newspaper that had an encouraging 
word to say about the Democratic 
candidates or a critical word about 
the Republicans. Not only was that 
true in the 1952 and 1956 cam ­ 
paigns, as it was all during the 
Roosevelt and Truman years, but 
it also is true in between times 
about the two parties. 
"We know,” said Stevenson, "that 
most of the newspapers cast a more 
tolerant eye at the excesses and 
defects of Republicans than at those 
of Democrats. But this is a fact of 
life.” 
Anyone who had a front-row seat 
here in the Roosevelt and Truman 
Administrations can testify to the 
striking contrast in the critical eye 
turned upon those Administrations 
and the almost complete lack of 
curiosity today. 
The complacency has brought an­ 
other result, and a natural one. This 
is the closing of avenues of inform a­ 
tion in government here, ham string-
